Dr. C. G. Hopkins, noted soil expert, 


says that Califimia citrus fruit groves 
can be made to produce from 1000 to 
1200 
boxes to the acre by giving the 


soil die right kind of food. 
He also 


says the right kind of soil food should 
not cost more than one-quarter the 
price now paid for commercial fertili- 
x.ers. which do not do the work be- 
cause they are not the right kind of 
soil food. • 


These statements, coming, as they 


do, from so high a source open a pros- 
pect of enormous wealth to California. 


The 
present 
average production 


runs somewhere between 150 and 200 
boxes to the acre, acording to season- 
able conditions. If all acres now plant- 
ed could be brought to produce an 
average of 600 boxes to the acre— 
one-half the maximum figure named 
by Dr. Hopkins—the total annual out- 
put would be in excess of 200,000 car- 
loads. Under present crop, marketing 
and freight rate conditions the net 
returns per acre for a grove handled 
with intelligence will run anywhere 
from $100 up to $500, less interest on 
capital invested. 
Seventy-five cents 


net per box to the grower is necessarp 
to return a fair interest on cost of 
grove and compensation for risk in a 
perishable products industry. 
With 


groves costing anywhere from $1000 
to above $2000 per acre, large produc- 
tivity brought about in conjunction 
with an actual reduction of the cost of 
upkeep means the enrichment of the 
citrus fruit growers to the extent of 
millions of dollars. 


If Dr. Hopkins' figures are realiza- 


ble the wide-awake growers who get 
busy on the new cultural lines will ob- 
tain a full Nelson lock on opportunity. 


If an orange or lemon grove costing 


$1500 per acre can be made to yield 
1200 
boxes of fruit with a net return 


of 80 per cent a year to the owner.

Tailed States are devoting pages to 
tile question of killinR the common 
liouse-fly. The biRgfst maga/inen of 
the country are sending out articles 
by the most, learned professors in foac- 
•eriology, r.r.idnp that the fly he ruth- 
lessly slaughtered. Statistics on the 
rapidity with which the house-lly mul- 
tiplies contain figures with ciphers fol- 
lowing and trailing off into the dim 
realm of trillions of billions. 
The 


country is being aroused to the danger 
from this summer pest. Among the 
le-aders in the crusade comes, first, the 
departments of public health i.n four 
of the greatest cities of the country, 
the World's Work Magazine, the Chi- 
c.ico Tribune, three New York papers, 
and besides these articles, there is a 
r-rcpared article on "Swat. thcFly" that 
is to appear this week In nine thou- 
-and of the small dailies and weeklies 
or" the I'nited States, prepared by the 
American Press Association. 


THE FLY'S AWFUL HABITS. 
If a human being should lie down 


and sleep beside the carcass of a dead 
horse, where the flesh was putrefying, 
tiiere would almost unquestionably be 
another ease of typhoid fever, from 
which others would follow. The fly' is 
the connecting link between the sweet 
and clean bed-chamber and the dead 
horse. He spemls his time in these 
two places . The blue flies that you 
t^ee in the cavities of decaying ani- 
mals, are busy hatching out other 
flies, and these flies start across coun- 
try, borne by the wind, looking for 
other pleasures. The baby's milk, the 
butter, and the plate of cherries, all 
receive the fly's attention, and he does 
not clean his feet before corning from 
the carcass of the dead horse. 


The statistics of the professors are 


all well enough to give foundation to 
the necessity for fighting the fly, but 
it is not necessary in this article to 
print them. Rather more is it neces- 
cary to point out some of the well 
known facts about the Covina valley, 
and to urge that the fly be extermin- 
ated by every possible method. 


In Covina and vicinty we have no 


stagnant pools, no swamps, but we 
have loose fertilizer, many corrals, 


breeding places for the fly. In South- 
ern California in the summertime, the 
fly is one of the most irritating nuis- 
ances that can be imagined, and it is, 
besides, a terrible breeder of infection. 
Babies are the special victims of the 
typhoid fly. The fly kills babies in 
large numbers. The fly is responsible 
for what is known as summer com- 
plaint in babies. The health boards of 
the country give some sickening fig- 
ures on. this subject. A plain and un- 
emotional statement from the national 
health board on the subject of flies is 
a most depressing thing, but its warn- 
ing should not be ignored. 


Plies in Covina breed In the open 


corals, in the barns and vaults. It is a 


question if they breed much in the 
orchards, even where manure is being 
spread plenteously, as the manure is 
subjected to the hot sun, and where it 
is on the surface, soon dries, and the 
fly does not stay around decayed mat- 
ter that has been thoroughly dried by 
the sun. It, is in the manure of the 
barns that the fly finds a breeding 
place. 


Most house-wives chase flies with 


great persistence, and where a house 
is thoroughly screened in, it is a com- 
mon thing to see a householder hunt- 
ing down the one fly that has come in, 
and putting it. to instant death. This 
is as it should he. But human nature 
is very curious on some subjects, and 
this same family will allow the breed- 
ing place of flies to remain undisturb- 
ed. Flies congregate in thousands on 
the screens of the house, coming di- 
rectly from the corral in the back 
yard. And this same housewife may 
possibly throw out refuse to the chick- 
ens, which breeds flies if not properly 
taken care of. 
The chicken 
corral 


should be spaded up often, and decay- 
ing refuse carefully burled. 


If you throw a stone Into the piles 


of garbage at the hog farm on the 
Covina electric line, there is a roar 
goes up like a covey of ducks on the 
rise. It is from the millions and mil- 
lions of flies, feeding on the rotting 
bits of beef-steak in the scrapings 
from Los Angeles hole's. These flies 
are caught by the wind that blows 
over the valley in the afternoon, and 
come

into 
Covina.

Soil Expert Pins Faith 


To Barnyard Fertilizer 


"Back to barn manure" is a slogan 


that may follow the one "back to the 
farm." Prof. Cyril G. Hopkins of the 
University of Illinois, adjudged to be 
the country's greatest recognized au- 
thority on the enrichment of soils, 
stood on the flag-draped platform in 
Ganesha Park in Pomona last Mon- 
day, and before a big crowd of citrus 
ranchers, told them repeatedly, in half 
a 
hundred 
differently-worded 
ways, 


that common barn manure was to be, 
as It has been in the past, the salva- 
tion of unbalanced, unproductive and 
worn-out soils. 
Farmers 
appreciate 


the value of barn manure, and always 
have, but the teachings of Dr. Hop- 
kins are plainly intended to convince 
the farmer that he is wasting good 
money to no good end by the purchase 
indiscriminately of the hundreds of 
kinds and makes of commercial fertili- 
zers, natural soil dressings, minerals 
in association and in simples, and the 
multitudinous concoctions of the ferti- 
lizer seller and special 
pleader for 


this, that, and the other thing. 


Dr. Hopkins produced more of a real 


thrill of interest in his discussion of 
soil enrichment than the biggest poli- 
tician of the country might hope to 
do with, the same audience. This man, 
who has devoted his life to making 
big crops grow, delivered an epic on 
the seemingly prosaic subject of barn 
manures, green crops, and the reju- 
venation of the soil. 


DR. HOPKINS—HIS CRKED. 


Barn manure is the first chief as- 


sistant or staff officer to the land, the 
great specialist says. It is the highest 
form of plant food, ana secondly, it 
has the greatest power to liberate 
plant food that is already in the soil. 


"Humus is not so much what the 


land 
needs, 
as decaying vegetable 


matter," says Dr. Hopkins, and he 
aoes on to show what a vast difference 
there is between these two things. 
Barn manure' contains nitrogen, phos- 
phorous, potassium, calcium and uuii;- 
r.esium. and it liberates from the soil 
these same indispensible ingredients. 
I)r. Hopkins spoke of the vast amount 
or "humbuggqry" existent 
that 
has 


been 
promulgated 
by 
commercial 


firms. He did not condemn commer- 
cial 
fertilizer 
without 
qualification, 


but he said that commercial fertilizer 
should not be put on the la ml until 
the land had been thoroughly tested 
by analysis, so that exactly what is 
needed should be put into the soil. 
And the analysis must be made by 
honest chemists, not by so-called chem- 
ists who are engaged in selling some 
particular kind of fertilizer. 
In hi.-

speaker. This was in reference to the 
use of green crops, such as clover, 
alfalfa, vetch and other plowed-under 
manures. He spoke of the lemon-grow- 
er in California who wrote him about 
nitrogen, and where best to get ni- 
trates. In the letter the grower told 


I of selling alfalfa, at ten dollars a ton, 
Dr. Hopkins pointed out to him that 
the alfalfa contained more nitrogen 
per ton than could be purchased for 
the same money—that alfalfa plowed 
in, released more nitrogen than could 
be put into the soil in mineral form 
and was more readily available. There 
is enough nitrogen in the air to supply 
the land for ten millions of years, the 
speaker 
stated. 
The 
plowed-under 


crops will supply it. Dr. Hopkins sug- 
gested that alfalfa be purchased by 
the orange growers, hauled on the land 


; and 
plowed under, rather than 
the 
| purchase of mineral nitrates.

Dr. C. B. Lipmau of the University 


of California spoke on the subject of 
chlorosis in citrus trees, and a sum- 
mary of his deductions seems to point 
to this disease being the result of a 
general debilitation of the tree through 
one or many causes. It is not a speci-

by one specific 


cause, the speaker said, and the treat- 
ment is more largely that which would 
be given for general Health upbuild- 
ing. 


Prof. A. J. Cook, state horticultural 


; commissioner, was 
another 
speaker, 


and was present and active in all the 
proceedings throughout the day. The 
| mooting was held under the auspices 
. of the Claremont Pomological Society, 
. and a basket lunch was enjoyed at 


noon. 
Many members of the Covina 


Valley Farmers' Club, also practical 
fumigators and general farmers from 
Covina, were present. 


Frank R. Seaver, an attorney of Po- 


mona, a young man, and already win- 
ning a place for himself among the 
practitioners at the bar, has sent the 
Argus notice that he is in the contest 
for the nomination to go to Sacramen- 
to as assemblyman from the sixty- 
eighth district, which includes the Co- 
vina valley.

Recognition for the principle of free 


text-books is a very important matter 
to every child and every parent in the 
state. 
It is not. so im|>ortant what is 


the particular form of the recognition 
as it is to g^t the recognition in some 
shape upon our statute books to build 
upon. The Shanahan amendment dis- 
tinctly gives this recognition. It was 
prepared and fought out by a very 
sincere and earnest man and adopted 
by a two-thirds vote in a very sincere 
and earnest legislature. 
It has the 


support of the state 
administration. 


These things give it a good chance to 
be adopted by the people at the polls 
next November. 
It is a matter of 


greatest difficulty to get this question 
to a vote of the people. It has never 
before in the history of the state suc- 
ceeded in getting upon the ballot. 


N'ow, at this juncture, for a few rep- 


resentatives of one branch of one spe- 
cial calling to cloud the free text-books 
issue, divide its friends and make a 
rallying point for its enemies, is most 
unfortunate. 


My notion of the right thing to do is 


to support the Shanahan amendment 
if we favor free text-books, and to 
fight shy of the substitute in any 
event.
